TWENTY YEARS AGO 


A FOOTNOTE TO HISTORY 
by Fred Kerner 


THE AUTHOR: Fred Kerner (B.A. ’42) served on the Editorial Advisory 
Board of the First Annual. He was editor-in-chief of 
The Georgian and director of Georgiantics that year. 
Recipient of the Faculty Award among other honors 
at SGW, he became a newspaperman and now is execu- 
five editor of Fawcett World Library, second largest 
bublisher of paperback books in the English-speaking 
world. He is author of a half-dozen books and a con- 
tributor to many magazines as well as to an encyclo- 
pedia. 


I'm a bibliophile. 


Sitting on my bookshelves are a number of “first editions,” 
and resting proudly among them is a slim red volume that’s 
a rarity in this classification. It bears the title Sir George 
Williams College Annual, and it’s dated 1942.

In a young educational institution, firsts are not at all 
uncommon. Over the years, as I read issues of The Georgian, 
I see story after story about something or other being done 
“for the first time” at Sir George.t A young university, with 
little means to —or even interest in — perpetuating the past, 
quickly forgets firsts.”* 


The 1942 Annual is a genuine first.2 There was no 
earlier edition of the Annual.‘ 


The editorial board of the first Annual paid tribute to the 
graduates of ’37, 38, ’39, 40 and ’41 by carrying class pictures. 
And a page and a half of news was devoted to those who pre- 
ceded us in mortar-board and gown. 


Taking the volume down from its honored place the other 
day,® I reminiscingly thumbed through it. Looking back twenty 
years brought memories.” 


My pride swelled* almost as much as it did the day I first 
saw the “new” building, for we were The Cornerstone Class — 
the class that created the fund for the building.® 


Hirschel H. Darwin, editor of the Annual, expressed the 
hope in an editorial that “present undergraduates may yet see 
the erection of a new edifice’? which it is hoped will rise as a 
tribute everlasting to our boys in the fighting forces.” 


Yes, in 1942 we were smack in the middle of The War.12 
On graduation night most of the males wore their uniforms 
under their robes. We had come back from camp at Farnham 
to get our degrees — though two of our number, D’Arcy Mc- 
Govern and Daniel Steinberg, were already in service over- 
seas and received degrees in absentia. 


A good portion of the Annual was devoted to military 
activities — grads and undergrads on active service and that 
wonderful COTC unit.'2 One name on the service roster was 
honored posthumously — and it was to this man the first An- 
nual was dedicated. He was Frederick Owen Stredder who died 
on active service June 10, 1941, while a paymaster commander 
in the RCNVR. To Georgians of yore he was both Dean 
and principal, and it was under his direction that the Faculty 
of Arts, Science and Commerce was developed. 


The Class of ’42 was 47 strong.'® Six pages were devoted 
to photographs of the class.1* These were accompanied by the 


traditional list of activities each participated in and “future 
plans.”*” 


With pride, the Annual pointed to the library of 7,500 
volumes;'® The Georgian, then five years old;*” and our pride 
and joy: Georgiantics.’* 


Pretty, red-haired Lucille Stern!® wrote with pen in cheek 
about the past successes of Sir George’s musical revue. Lucille’s 
knowledge was first hand—she danced and acted in several 
of the shows.?° 
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Other ‘Guinea Pigs’ have become 


Sir George Faculty members, M.D.’s, and 
one even still takes courses at Sir George. 


For you “first” collectors who mav recall more recent 
musical revues,’ let me *e simply®? that Georgiantics "42 
was a show of professional proportions. It opened out, vf 
town,”* ran three nights as part of the unofficial commemora- 
tion of Montreal’s Tercentenary,2 and then “played the road” 
to entertain troops stationed around the city. 


Attesting to its first-class showmanship, let me quote re- 
views from the Montreal papers the day after opening night. 
The Star's reviewer said it was “a gay affair, full of youthful 
exuberance,” lavishly dressed, well spiced with comedy and 
having some pleasant tunes.” He added that the evening was 
“most enjoyable” and “one which reflects great credit on the 
students.” 


The late lamented Herald said: “The producer and di- 
rector*® have done noble work and are slated for a goodly 
amount of success.” Every portion of the show described by 
this reviewer*’ was “excellent,” “remarkable,” “talented,” etc. 


And the Gazette, looking to the future ‘on the road,” said: 
“Georgiantics ’42 should enliven any number of military camps 
with the youthfulness of its talent and the gaiety of its spirit.”?* 


Bidding “au revoir” to Sir George, wrote editor Hirsch 
Darwin, was like taking leave of “Home.” His fond hope was 
that we would prove worthy of the college.2® He wished 
success to subsequent volumes of the Annual. 


The appearance of Garnet 62 —twenty years later — is 
indisputable indication that his wish has been fulfilled. 


Save this volume. 


It may become a first in its own way.

The end of an era 


ke thirty-six years, the name Henry Foss Hall has 
been synonymous with Sir George Williams in Can- 
adian education. Over three and a half decades have re- 
corded his influence on our society. The announcement 
of his retirement as Principal and Vice-Chancellor of our 
university has been met with the deepest regret. 


1D: Hall has been in the vanguard of YMCA education 
projects since his appointment as student counsellor 
of Sir George Williams College in 1926 — the first such 
counselling department of any college in Canada. He was 
appointed Dean of the College in 1935 and succeeded Dr. 
Norris as Principal in 1956. 


he first YMCA Fellowship student, Dr. Hall is today 

recognized as one of the senior YMCA officers in 
North America. He is a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Council of YMCA’s in Canada and 
Chairman of the Certification Committee of the Associa- 
tion of Secretaries of the YMCA. Dr. Hall has also been 
President of the Royal Astronomical Society of Canada 
and has served on the governing boards of several social 
agencies. He was granted the degree of Doctor of Laws 
by McMaster University in 1956 and the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity by the Montreal Diocesan Theological College 
in 1960. 


| t is in his close relationship with the students that he 
will be most fondly remembered. His office has 
always been open to any student; his “Brylcreem” jokes 
always appreciated. A little of every Georgian goes with 
him as he leaves — he will be missed.

Ws construction scheduled to start in the 

spring of ’63, Sir George’s new 10-12 story 
building will be ready for class by the Fall of 1965. 
Bounded by Bishop and MacKay streets, the new 
structure, to be built on a 50,000 sq. ft. land area, 
will face Burnside street close by the proposed sub- 
way’s Guy street terminal. 


he ultimate size of the building has not yet 

been determined. However, we are assured 
that it will not be another box-like office building. 
It may raise to a height approaching twenty stor- 
ies, but will more probably be spread out over the 
available area in a 10-12 story design. 


nticipating an enrollment of 5,000 day stu- 

dents with a comparable increase in the eve- 
ning division, the new classrooms and labs will be 
operating at maximum capacity shortly after open- 
ing. This then isa “five year plan”. It is difficult 
to say what the needs will be shortly after 1965. 
With the possibility of day summer courses to re-

unknown. 


P 22:03 for this phase of development began 
early this year. Sub-committees are working 
on student services, library and cafeteria, the aca- 
demic plant, and all other departments of the uni- 
versity. 


I n the academic area, plans call for space to 
accomodate honours and graduate work as 
well as the pass courses. Aside from the regular 
classrooms planned, a number of twenty-seat semi- 
nar rooms will be constructed. Laboratories, in- 
cluding Geogr aphy, Music, and Psychology labs, 
Page 34 have been designed to facilitate study in these sub- 
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jects up to the post graduate level. Auditorium 
space has been sharply increased with the possibility 
of seven auditoria. These range from the 200-seat 
size through 350-seat, to one hall seating 650 per- 
sons. Drama buffs will be pleased to learn that 
one of the medium sized halls will be outfitted with 
a complete stage and fixed seats. 


Wit a nod to the age of electronics, a computer 

centre is included in the plans. This will be 
used to speed up yearly registration, among other 
things, and will be available to engineering and 
science undergrads. 


Wiz the increasing enrollment in the larger in- 
troductory courses, a Freshman library will 
be included in the Burnside street building contain- 
ing reserve books for these courses. Study halls 
will also be set up there to cut down traffic be- 
tween the main library and the new building. A 
Natural Science and Engineering library will be 
grouped with the labs in the new structure as well, 
to centralize the facilities for these studies. 
Ws then is to happen to the present library? 
With but slight projection, it is seen that the 
main library will eventually require a complete 
building. In the meantime, the stacks will stay on 
Drummond street. With many labs and depart- 
ments moving to Burnside street, there will be 
space available for expansion downward. Within 


ten years it will contain 200,000 volumes. After 
that, who knows?

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lanning for the student areas in the new 

building has been split into three divisions; 
activity centre, program centre, and student 
lounges. These areas will cover 26,000 sq. ft. or 
the equivalent of about two-thirds of one floor, 
although they will be spread about on at least two 
floors. The committee chaired by Dean Flynn is 
also working out extensive plans for medical serv- 
ices, cafeteria, and related needs. 


he Student Activity Centre is designed to 

accommodate both day and evening student 
governments, as well as to provide adequate work- 
ing area for student publications and the planning 
of the various events of the year Student govern- 
ment officers are somewhat removed from the 
general area to restrict traffic into executive suites 
as well as to insure minimum security measures. 
The remaining area is sectioned off into club rooms 
and program offices. A significant addition in the 
form of Navy-type lockers, one for each club, has 
been included in the three larger rooms. Ninety 
such lockers contain typewriter shelves, drawers, 
and a safe. These are arranged around the perim- 
eter of the rooms with a section down the middle 
as well. 


I: anticipation of twice weekly publications, 
“the Georgian” offices have been greatly 
expanded. 


a an effort to reduce the present distractions 
around the student work areas, plans call for 
the removal of these from the basement floor. 


[ Student Program Centre occupies the next 
area and is in turn divided into three parts; 
meeting rooms, special program rooms, and an 
auditorium or all purpose room. Five regular meet- 
ing rooms are planned and are of a square design 
to facilitate contact and discussion. Each is to have 
individual character through quality interior de- 
sign and the naming of rooms rather than number- 
ing. The largest room will accomodate 110 per- 
sons while the smaller rooms seat 50 and 25. 


Y } \he special program rooms invite our interest 
and are the most exciting changes in the stu- 
dent area. Provisions will be made for a Games 
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room to include chess, checkers, cards and Table 
Tennis. A Music room will be specially designed 
for proper hi-fi and stereophonic listening and will 
be supplied with an extensive record collection, if 
all the recommendations are taken. Other rooms 
consist of a Drama room to be used primarily for 
rehearsals but designed to accomodate speech train- 
ing and debating practices as well. A radio and 
T.V. workshop, and a fully equipped photography 
dark room round out the special program rooms.

Some sixty delegates from over twenty- 
five universities attended this year’s four-day 
conference. With the “Causes of War” theme 
it was hoped that an interchange of ideas 
would bring a new awareness of world ten- 
sions to the delegates and leave them with 
an awakened desire to work toward peace. 
There is reason to believe that some success 
was realized in both of these areas. 


Dr. Brock Chisholm presented the seminat’s 
keynote address at the opening banquet spon- 
sored by the City of Montreal at the Helene 
de Champlain restaurant. Besides listening 
to speeches from the eminent authorities pic- 
tured above, delegates presented papers at 
daily study group sessions. The study groups, 
approximately ten delegates per group, were 
led by professors and such public spirited 
individuals as Gerry Hunnius, Secretary of 
the Canadian Committee for the Control of 
Radiation Hazards. Social evenings were 
also provided. 


Planning for these four days started 
early last June, with the contacting of speak- 
ers, accommodation arrangements, and the 
host of details involved in a session of this 
nature. Sending out invitations alone fe- 
quired many hours of letter writing and tele- 
phoning as well as the compiling of informa- 
tion bulletins. Chairman Dan Coates and 
his exceptional committee are to be con- 
gratulated on an extremely successful seminar.

Memorial Lectures 


This year, to honour duly K. E. Norris, distinguished 
principal of Sir George Williams University from 1935 to 1956, 
the Alumni Association inaugurated a series of memorial 
lectures in his name. No more suitable or dignified opening 
could have been found than the address given by former 
Liberal Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent, who on December 
9, 1961 spoke before a vast assemblage in Birks Hall. His 
topic, as typifies Mr. St. Laurent, was a timely one — the need 
for unity in Canada today, and for peaceful co-existence oi 
English and French. At a time when Separatisr raged like a 
ferocious young lion through Quebec, this great statesman and 
former lawyer sensibly stressed collaboration “based on mutual 
respect and perfect equality”, rather than on further quarrels, 
yet he continued to explain that this equality did not entail 
the melting of individual ethnic characteristics into a sort of 
national soup, Certain cultural differences could well be re- 
tained, that were “worthy of mutual respect”, But, continued 
Mr. St. Laurent, there must be unity if not sameness, a unity 
that seemed to be assured at Confederation, but that has been 
threatened by clashes ever since. 

Reviewing the problems facing attempts to nurtute a 
strongér Canadian national spirit, he urged greater biligualism 
of the English and enforcement of regulations concerning com- 
pulsory bilingualism in administrative Civil Service positions. 
In Mr. St. Laurent’s own words: 

“We feel that in all essentials we can all be good and 
loyal members of the widespread Canadian political unit and 
live and work together to promote the development, strength 
and prosperous living and cultural standards of that political 
unit, without sacrificing our racial individuality and becoming 
like peas out of the same pod, provided we abandon the illusion 
of racial or colour superiorities and allow ourselves to follow 
the impulses of real and all-embracing human brotherhood and 
do not pay mere lip service to the invocation “Our Father 
which art in Heaven”,

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ON EDUCATION 


Yeats have passed since first we entered Sir George 
Williams University — years of concentrated (or not 
so concentrated) effort in search of a university edu- 
cation, An education which was to be the key, so we 
thought, to a happy, successful and meaningful life. 
What have we learned? What has been the most 
significant aspect of our experience to that end? No 
one should call himself educated, receive his degree, 
or feel satisfaction, unless he asks and attempts to 
answer these questions. 


It is my conviction that our “education” up to this 
point has been ineffectual if it has not given us the 
foundation for a philosophy of life, an idea of the 
working of the world, some apprehension of what 
the Germans have called “Weltanschawng.” This of 
necessity will serve as the frame within which and 
from which everything takes its meaning and value 
and lends significance to our actions. Truly, theory, 
without practice is futile and practice without theory 
is chaos. 


Education, if it is to be truly worthwhile must 
assist and enable man to develop this philosophy of 
life out of his own conscious and intentional thought. 
It must present to the individual the essence of all 
experience and must arouse within him the desire to 
penetrate its depth and meaning. It must set up a 
hierarchy of values for life in which the final analysis 
becomes an expression of the individual’s “ultimate 
and unconditional concern.” 


I am further convinced that this philosophy of life, 
which is both the seed and the fruit of education, 
must be both optimistic and ethical. Optimistic in 
that it prefers existence to non-existence, and thus 
affirms that life is something possessing value in it- 
self. Ethical in that it is the only method to maintain 
existence in our world where a possibility of the 
annihilation of life approaches a reality. Ethical in 
that it must promote understanding, tolerance, fespect 
and friendship — indeed love — among individuals, 
communities and the nations of the world.
